Tuidege at scalailisats at hand, and it is our duty, as God’s servants, to 
go and declare to the inhabitants of the earth that these are the last days, 
and that God is about to bring to pass that. which He has spoken concern- 
ing His judgments and calamities that should be poured out upon the 
wicked: in the last days, preparatory to the coming of the Son of Man. 
The Elders, it must be said in their favor, go forth, as a rule, full of this 
desire to acquit themselves as men, and to cleanse their garments of the 
blood of this:generation, by bearing faithful testimony to the truth. It is 
most: gratifying to see our young men respond as they do to the calls that 
are made upon them to go here and there, wherever the authorities of the 
Church direct, as missionaries, to carry the message of salvation and glad 
tidings. And it must be said that the character of our Elders, in some 
respects, is improving. The pains that are being taken in our primary 
schools, our Sabbath schools, our young men’s improvement associations, 
are bearing their fruits. - I remember presiding abroad and having Elders 
come whose ignorance concerning the principles of the Gospel they had 
been sent: out to teach was painful to see. There has been a great change 
in this.respect. Therefore, I say the character of our Elders has im- 
proved. . They now go out, as a rule, well instructed in the principles of 
the: Gospel, familiar with the history of the Church, capable of explaining 
the doctrines and everything connected with the Gospel, and, when neces- 
sary, capable of defending the principles they teach. This is a gratifying 
improvement:; and it will: be more and more visible as the years roll by, 
and aaiour facilities will i as they are 
inoreasing.Gh every hand. 
— those monaiains the Lord has poured out, His Spirit 
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His people. There is a great deal of union. Still there is much room for | 
improvement in this respect. The Lord is trying us in directions in which 
we have never been tried before. Did any of you ever think that we 
should be tried as we are now being tried? These are new trials, and 
they are going to test the faith of a good many who are called Latter-day 
Saints. The depths of our love for the truth are going to be sounded, and 
if we are not built upon the rock and have not a living testimony con- 
cerning the truth within us we shall be in ve 
a tried people, and the trials will not always come in the Mord ke 
looking for. They would probably cease to be trials if*they came in that 
way ; but they come in forms for which, it may be said, we are partly un- 
prepared. They come to us in unexpected forms ; therefore the greater 
the trial of our faith. I tell you, my brethren end. sisters, that I tremble 
for us and for myself, lest in these trials we should take missteps ; i lest. we 
should give way to wrong influences and yield to an im proper spirit, and 
be led away from the truth and that union which is so precious, which is 
so great a gift that God has bestowed upon us to distinguish us from all 
people upon the face of the earth. | 

I pray that God may give unto us the light of eternity to ever be with 
us, and that we may watch it and take care that it does not become dim in 
our hearts ;- that it does not become obscured by any influence or power ; 
but that, having that light shining upon our path continually, we may 
walk undeviatingly forward until we shall attain unto that great glory 
that God has in store, and be crowned with Him in His presence. with 
those blessings that have been sealed upon us by the authority that He 
has restored from heaven. I pray God to bless us during this conference, 
to fill every man that shall speak with the power of God, and the hearts of 
all who hear with that heavenly and softening ‘influence, that the words 
of life may fall like good seed into méllow ground, there to lodge, there to 
germinate, there to grow, there to bring forth fruit that shall be to the 
glory of our God and to our own salvation, which I ask in mie: rege of 
Jesus Christ.

APOSTLE FRANKLIN D. RICHARDS 

addressed the conference. Following is a brief synopsis of his Reson 
He felt the necessity of having the Holy Spirit in attempting to address 
the congregation: A grand view had been presented to us of the progress 
of the work of God in the present time, and even in the contemplation 
of this we are reminded that it is necessary for us to have a sense of our 
own unworthiness. Without humility the Spirit of God: cannot dwell 
within us. 

There is one principle which underlies she very oxiateane of die Church 
of God, and that is the necessity of continuous revelation. Against this 
principle all the world goes out in opposition. But without. it the: Saints 
cannot grow in the knowledge of God. The reason why men have been 
left to form religious systems which have the “ form of godliness but deny 
_ the power thereof,” is this, they had no revelations. They do ‘not: believe 

that there are any, nor that there ever will be.any more. This is: con- 
trary to the spirit that prevailed among the ancient people of Ged. When | 
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on one occasion some one complained to Moses that certain persons 
prophesied, that man of God said he wished all the Lord’s people could 
prophesy. Peter quotes the promise given through the Prophet Joel, 
“And it‘shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will pour out my 
Spirit upon ‘all flesh, and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and ‘your young men shall see visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams.” We belivve that we are living in the beginning of the days here 
spoken of, and we should therefore nourish and cultivate the spirit of 
revelation constantly, and the more since we believe that we are living in 
times of trouble, from which only the righteous can escape by a in 
holy places and immovable. 

We are sometimes told that the Scriptures say we ities expect no more 

revelationa, and in support of this people quote the verse at the end’of the ~ 
Revelation of John, whefe men are prohibited from adding to or taking 
from the word of that prophecy. But itis clear that those who argue in 
this way do not understand the word of God. It was strongly forbidden 
to add anything to the ancient law, or to take anything from it. Yet 
this did not mean that there were to be no more Prophets or revelations 
after the time of Moses. The prohibition referred to is applicable only to 
the book in which it is found, and not to revelation in general. All the 
scriptures extant in Paul’s day were necessary for instruction, etc.; so is 
everything that God has revealed up to the present day. 
_ At the dedicatidn of the Temple in Kirtland, the Prophet Joseph and 
the Apostles were sustained as Prophets, Seers and Revelators. That is 
how the apostleship was looked upon then, and the speaker could testify 
that the Apostles now are cultivating the spirit, and are Prophets, Seers 
and Revelators to the-people, if they are willing to receive them. And so 
with other members of the Priesthood. Every héad of a family should 
live so that he could be a Seer and Revelator to his household. It is dis- 
tressing to contemplate the fact that the people can sometimes indulge in 
strife and contentions. No man has a right to get so interested in his 
own affairs as to forget what he owes his fellow men. No one has a right 
to climb‘on another in order to obtain an elevated position for himself. 
None should speak evil of another, We must be careful in these things 
and have no animosity towards each other, even if we are of different 
opinions in some things. If we are not careful in these matters, we are in 
danger of losing the Spirit of God and of thus being prevented from growing 
in' righteousness:' However, the work in which we are engaged is the 
Lord's.‘ If we only will be faithful, He will bear us off triumphant, and 
build us up in the true faith.

FAIR- AND COURAGEOUS. 


Taxes is no lack of men who an ardent to deal with 
their fellows, but the number who show by their course of life that they 
are sincere in the profession is comparatively small. In this: number, 
however, may be included a gentleman who is just now attracting con- 
siderable attention from the press of the United States— Professor Charles 
W. Elliott, president of Harvard University, the leading educational in- 
stitution in America. The professor made a visit to Utah, and while there 
was given a hearty reception in the Tabernacle. He commended the thrift 
and industry of the Latter-day Saints, and compared their migration over — 
the great plains and the founding, in the face of almost insurmountable 
difficulties, of a prosperous community in the Rocky Mountains, to. the 
work of the Pilgrim Fathers who crossed the Atlantic Ocean and enetind 
in New England. 

The news was flashed over the wires that Professor Elliott had siden 
favorably of the “ Mormons,” and had likened’ them ‘to the ‘early 
Puritans. Immediately there was a hue and cry that the comparison 
was an insult to New England. The worthy head of*Harvard was, de- 
nounced, and an explanation demanded. It came promptly, and i in a 
way that showed President Elliott to be possessed of moral courage as 
well as an inclination to be just to. his fellow men, even though they 
might differ with him.in religious matters.. Those who had. thought to 
awe him into an apology by their onslaught were taken aback when he 
publicly reiterated his former assertions, and added that in one respect: at 
least the “ Mormons” were the superiors of the Puritans; for among the 
former he found religious freedom for all men, ‘while he, being a Unitarian, 
‘would not have been permitted to dwell in Puritan New England ‘at the | 
time of its settlement, because his religious views would not have been 
tolerated by the Pilgrims. This bold stand of a man of such | prominence 
brought to his support leading papers of the United States, and more 
good things about the Latter-day Saints have appeared in their columns 
since this incident occurred than were ever said before in the same 
quarters ; while those parties who were so ready with their denunciations 
are silent from shame at the exposure of their injustice. When weighed 
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in the balances, President’ Elliott was not found wanting in the qualifica- 
tions of a fairminded and courageous man. 

Great.Britain, as in America, there are men of this same stamp. One 
vou (Of special mention in this connection is the editor of the Lowestoft 
Journal, It is the usual experience with newspapers here, that, while pre- 
tending: to give a fair account of “Mormon” meetings and of interviews 
with Elders, they will inject into their reports contemptuous remarks and 
scornful comments, and thus give a false coloring to the publication. But 
the, Journal.has not done this. It has spoken the truth, and “nothing 
extenuated, nor set down aught in malice.”

A few hours later a 
company of six or seven men came to the house, and the Elders were 
stonsed and, compelled to go with them to the boundary line of Union 
County, where they were put across the river and told that if they re- 
turned to Stanley County their lives would not be safe. The night was 
‘very ¢oldj‘and ‘they wandered around in the woods till daylight, when 
they started on a forty-five miles’ walk to the home of a Mr. Hudson, who 
received’them kindly: He invited them to stay with him, and informed 
his ‘neighbors that he‘did not propose that they should be driven away.

senior member of the Presiding Council of the Seventies in the Church. 
During’ the past eight years an entire council over that body of the — 
Priesthood has passed away, every member of the present council having 
been ordained within that time. President Gates was a faithful: Latter- 
day Saint, ‘being devoted to the cause of God on earth. His testimony 
and: labors were firm and strong for the right, and he has: gone to the 
spirit: world, there to continue his labors for the salvation of mankind, 
to‘awaiv:the fall: reward of:eternal life: which will: be bestowed:on 
the faithful in Christ Jesus. 

Brother Gates was born March 9, 1811, at Bt. 
‘PiBihiydnd ves ween ol Thomas and Patty Plumbly Gates. His father 
‘wasa farmer, and the son’s boyhood was spent on the farm. He also 
‘worked at the trade of carpenter and joiner. On June 18, 1833, he was 
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baptized into the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints: «In 1634 
he and his young wife gathered to. Clay County, Missouri, and located 
a few miles west of Liberty. In January, 1836, he went:on # mission, 
and in December, 1838, was ordained a Seventy, under the hands of the 
Prophet’ Joseph Smith and Elder Sidney Rigdon. He was’ among the 
brethren who were seized by the military, and marched to Richmond, Ray 
County, where they were imprisoned three weeks. In 1840 he filled a 
short mission, and again in 1841. In June, 1848, he went on & mission, t to 
the New England States, returning in May, 1844. 

‘In the autumn of 1847 he reached Utah, and on October 19, 1849, ‘started 
on a mission to Great Britain. He returned in September, 1853. In 1869 
he was called on another mission to Great Britain, returning. to his.home 
in 1861..In 1862 he was ordained a member of the First. Council of 
Seventies.. He was elected as a representative to the Legislature three 
successive terms, and one term as councilor. He was also a colonel, in the 
Utah militia. ‘The last years of his life were occupied in peer: - 
‘duties asi'one of the First Seven Presidents of Seventies. ... ..> 

In a statement of his early experiences, written by Brother Gates the 
followin will be of interest, as it includes an account of a .vision.ahd.-its 
fulfilment: After the Prophet Joseph Smith was martyred, on the-27th of — 
June, 1844, the spirit of moboeracy raged to such an extent that. it, was 
deemed advisable to send the Elders into the surrounding country, to 
allay the excitement as far as possible. I was 
Green, a place known to be very bitter. toward the Latter-day: Sainte... I 
held one meeting in company with Charles Bird, my companion. We had 
a large audience, and the spirit of the enemy had been wrought up te'the 
highest pitch ; but the better spirit prevailed and the meeting passed off 
quietly. Then we returned to Nauvoo. In the fall and winter of :1844, 
work upon the Temple was pushed forward, so that in the latter: part of 
1845 the people commenced to receive their blessings. That same fall: I 
had my full endowments, with two M. and 
Caroline Elizabeth: 

During the inter and spring of 1846 we were " preparing to leave 
Nauvoo. As we:passed over the Mississippi River into Iowa, where I: had 

once lived, I was reminded of a dream, or night. vision, which was.:as 
follows: In the year 1840 I saw the people begin to leave Nauvoo and 
cross the river into Iowa, and prepare to move west. A’ personage 
seemed to stand: by my side and explain the object of the move. . He said 
the people were going to.seek a place in which to dwell, and: that when 
they found it they would remain there until they became numerous .and 
strong ; and when this time came they would rise like a host ani,.go 
‘down to Jackson County, Missouri. I saw the very course they: took: five 
«years: later, and the personage beside me told me the name of the place 
where the Saints would cross the Missouri River, namely, Council Bluffs. . 
I saw the track they took after crossing the.river, and they went.oat of 
-my sight about half way between the Missouri River and Salt Lake Valley, 
‘remaining: out of sight to represent the time it might take to beoome 
-mumerous, The vision continued until they.came:in sight again, and then

TEMPLES, ANCIENT AND ‘MODERN.

THE ores history of this magnificent edifice is all the more ‘saddening 
when contrasted with the glorious dedication and acceptance of the Lard. 
For thirty-four years only did the Temple retain its original splendor. At 
that time, only five years after the death of Solomon, i it was plundered by 
an ‘invading foe. 

The first cause that led to this profanation, ‘and to total ‘destruction 
later, is plainly traceable in the history, and may be briefly stated for the 
instruction it conveys. “Solomon was unquestionably a man possessing 
superior wisdom. Yet this could not keep him from erring, as soon as he 
relied on his own prudence alone. — The wisest man that ever lived was as 
much as dependent on the Lord as the man of ordinary intelligence. 
Among the foolish things that Solomon did was to enter into marital re- 
lations with foreign princesses. These exercised their influence. over him, 
causing him to build altars to their deities in Canaan, introducing idolatry 
in the vicinity of the Temple. Rehoboam, his son and successor, grew up 
in this. duplicity of religion, witnessing on the one hand the worship of 
Jehovah, and the other the worship of Baal. His mother was a beautiful 
Ammonitess, a race cursed by Jehovah on account of their sins. _ 

As soon as he was crowned, his character became plainly visible. He 
wanted to serve’ both the ord and Baal, and the nation followed his 


example. The condition of the people five years after Solomon’s death, ee

they. did not repent. The worship of God was more and more neglected, 
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woman named Athalia on one occasion deliberately broke or otherwise 
damaged the ornaments of the walls and the expensive vessels (2 Chron. 
xxiv: 7). Later on, the king, Ahaz, entered into an alliance with the 
Assyrian monarch against Syria and the ten tribes, on which occasion he 
sacrilegiously took whatever gold and silver he found in the Temple, and 
sent it as a present to the heathen ruler. He further took the brazen 
altar in the inner court, and sent it to Damascus to be used for idolatrous 
purposes, and the great baptismal font he pulled to pieces. 

Once in a while a good king arose in Jerusalem who endeavored to 
effect a reformation and repair the Temple, but the people were far gone 
in sin. The first foolishness of Solomon, in deviating from the word of 
the Lord in the matter of his domestic relations, developed into disastrous 
results to the nation. 

During the reign of Jehojachin, Nebuchadnezzar robbed the Temple of 
all valuables he could find, and carried them away into Babylon ; and the 
following year he set fire to it, thus executing the judgment of the Lord 
on a rebellious people. They had rejected Him. He now rejected them. 
There was no longer any need of a Temple. 

THE TEMPLE OF ZERUBBABEL. 

The binontivtiey of the Jews lasted seventy years. During this time 
Jerusalem was laid waste, and the magnificent Temple of Solomon was a 
mass of ruins. The wealthy and influential of the people were captives in 

a foreign land, while those who remained in Palestine mingled with the 
Gentiles and suffered oppression. 

Through a proclamation by the Persian emperor Cyrus, in the year 
536 B.C., the captives were permitted to return home, and many availed 
themselves of the opportunity. The king also restored to the returning 
Jews the sacred vessels which Nebuchadnezzar had taken from the Temple, 
and which amounted to five thousand four hundred in all, ge a of 
various utensils of gold and silver (Ezra i: 10). 

A company of forty and two thousand three hundred and three score 
left Babylon for Canaan, including some who claimed to be descendants of 
the ten tribes, but who could not prove this by their genealogies, the rec- 
ords being lost, wherefore it was decided to take them along, but not to 
confer on any of them the holy Priesthood, until a Prophet should arise 
to decide their claim, authoritatively, by Urim and Thummin (Ezra ii: 
59—-63). This first company was led by Zerubbabel. Another ommpany 


Jed by Ezra arrived several years later. 


As soon as Zerubbabel arrived in Jerusalem he to 


‘the Temple. Assisted by Jeshua and other pious men, he first erected the 


altar of burnt offering, and commenced offering sacrifices to Jehovah. 
Then they brought cedar from Lebanon and employed a force of laborers 
to begin the work of building. The new foundation was laid in the second 
year after their return, with i imposing ceremonies, with music and song. 
Many of the people shouted for joy on this occasion, while the aged 
veterans who had seen the of 
tears (Ezra iii: 12,13). 
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rest of the inhabitants of Canaan saw that the returned Jews reared the 
sacred structure they offered to join them in the work. On being refused 
—because they had forfeited their standing by intermixing with their 
idolatrous neighbors, both religiously and socially—they endeavored to 
put all manner of obstacles in the way of the temple builders. They em- 
ployed lawyers who brought complaints against them before the king 
(Ezra iv: 4—24), charging them with rebellion. Asa result, King Arta-. 
xerxes commanded the work to be discontinued, because, as he states in his 
royal proclamation, althocgh there was no proof of rebellious. intentions 
at present, yet “it is found that city of old:time hath made insurrection 
against the king, and that rebellion and sedition have been made therein.” 

By this singular edict the work was interrupted until the second year of 
the reign of Darius. 

At this time two Prophets, “Hagiai Zechariah, encouraged the 
people to renew their work. They did so—an act of noble heroism that 
was well rewarded. They undertook the work, notwithstanding the late 
king’s prohibition, and to their adversaries, who asked by what authority 
they now reared the walls of the Temple, they gave the sublime answer, 
“We are the servants of the God of heaven and earth.”
